“ Red Paint Problem” Is Interest­ 


ing Archeologists.

Explorations in the 
State of M ains 


Have So Far Been Inconclusive, 


But Will Go On. 


Since the recent donation to the 
state of Maine of a number of boxes 
of relies, 3,500 pieces, there has been 
a renewed interest 
In the explora­ 
tions going on in Maine in connection 
with the go-called Red Point Indians. 
Several of the earlier explorations 
w ire around the town of Orland Jn 
Hancock county. 
Ernest O. Sugden, 
Ha- 
town clerk, bus long been In­ 
terested in Indian exploration work, 
und bus himself developed into quite 
an authority on the subject. 
Mr. Sugden’s curiosity In Indian ex­ 
plorations was first aroused in 18B2, 
when CI.
